Notice of Non-Compliant and Non-Responsive Amendments 



1. The amendment filed on November 3, 2003 is considered non-compliant because it failed 
to meet the requirements of 37 CFR § 1.121, as amended on June 30, 2003 (see 68 Fed. Reg. 
38611, Jun. 30, 2003). In order for the amendment to be compliant, correction of the following 
item(s) is required. Only the corrected section of the non-compliant amendment must be 
resubmitted (in its entirety), e.g., the entire "Amendments to the claims" section of 
applicant's amendment must be re-submitted. 37 CFR § 1.121(h). 

The amendment filed November 3, 2003 is non-compliant because amendments to the 
specification must be made by presenting replacement paragraphs showing the changes relative 
to the immediate prior version.

2. The amendment filed November 3, 2003 is considered not fully responsive to the Office 
communication mailed January 14, 2003 because of the following omissions or matters: 

Applicant has failed to place the application in complete compliance with the sequence 
rules set forth under 37 CFR §§ 1.821-825, as was required in the previous Office action mailed 
May 22, 2002. See 37 CFR § 1.11 1. 

The Office action mailed May 22, 2002 states: "In replying to this Office Action 
Applicants are requested to correct any further deficiencies, which have not been specifically 
identified" (page 3, paragraph 2). 

The Office action mailed May 22, 2002 advised Applicant of the following deficiencies, 
which now have been corrected by the amendment filed November 3, 2003: 

(a) Claims 27 and 28 recite amino acid sequences that are not identified by sequence 

identification numbers corresponding to same amino acid sequences set forth in the 

Sequence Listing; 
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(b) Figure 2 depicts two amino acid sequences that are not identified by sequence 
identification numbers corresponding to same amino acid sequences set forth in the 
Sequence Listing; and 

(c) Figure 3 depicts multiple amino acid sequences that are not identified by sequence 
identification numbers corresponding to same amino acid sequences set forth in the 
Sequence Listing. 

However, sequences appearing in the specification and/or drawings must be identified by 
sequence identifier in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.821(d). Therefore, in addition to those before 
mentioned deficiencies, the following deficiencies, which must be corrected before the 
application can be further examined under 35 U.S.C. §§131 and 132, are noted: 

Sequences are not properly identified appear at page 4, line 20, through page 5, line 3; 
page 6, line 12, through page 7, line 11; page 19, lines 8-30; page 19, line 37, through 
page 20, line 11; page 21, lines 18-40; page 22, lines 16-38; page 23, lines 4, 5, 6, 7, and 
8; page 24, lines 1-23; page 24, lines 34, 35, 36, 37, and 38; page 26, line 6; page 26, line 
29, through page 27, line 21; page 27, line 33, through page 28, line 4; page 29, lines 14- 
36; page 30, lines 3-25; page 32, lines 16-38; page 33, lines 6-28; page 33, line 36, 
through page 34, line 8; p[age 35, line 23, through page 36, line 5; page 35, lines 15-37; 
page 37, lines 4-26; page 38, line 22, through page 39, line 5; page 39, line 16-38; and 
page 47, lines 25, 26, 27, 28, and 29. 

Applicant may submit a substitute specification, excluding the claims, in which the 
deficiencies have been corrected. The substitute specification must be accompanied with a 
marked up copy showing changes relative to the immediate prior version. If necessary to correct 
the deficiency, substitute copies of the Sequence Listing, i.e., a printed copy and a copy in 
computer-readable format (CRF) should be submitted, together with a statement that both copies 
are the same and include no new matter.
